W e slep back quite a bit in the order 
o f events to take up this and the nex t 
tw o lessons on the “M ysteries of the 
K ingdom ,” but perhaps it does not 
m atter much how we step if only we 
step into the light and keep step w ith 
our blessed Lord in H is thoughts and 
purposes. 
Although verses 10 to 17 
are not included in our lesson we 
m ust look at them , as there we find 
the reason why lie taugh t in parables. 
The rulers having determ ined to kill 
H im (x ii, 14) our lesson chapter opens 
w ith the statem ent th a t the sam e day 
lie w ent out of the house and sa t by 
th e seaside. 
A sim ple statem ent of a 
fact, but very suggestive of another 
fa ct—th a t H e w as about to go out 
from the house of Israel and begin to 
gather from the sea of nations another 
people during this age who will reign 
w ith H im in the nex t or kingdom 
age (M att, x x iii, 37-30; Acts x v, 14-18). 
W hen the disciples asked Him why 
H e taugh t in parables, Ilis reply was, 
“B ecause it is given unto you to know 
th e m ysteries of the kingdom of heav­ 
en, but to them it is not given.” 
And 
then he quoted from Isa. vi the proph­ 
ecy concerning this blindness. 
The 
kingdom of God, or of heaven, was 
no m ystery, for it w as plainly revealed 
in all the Old Testam ent. 
The suffer­ 
ings and glory of the M essiah w ere all 
fully revealed, but th a t there should 
be a long period betw een the suffer­ 
ings and the glory, th a t the kingdom 
would be a t hand and then postponed 
for a whole age, this w as not revealed 
until by the Lord in these parables, 
and later to and by Paul. 
A concord­ 
ance will enable any one to see th a t 
the w ord “m ystery” is used of God 
in C hrist, C hrist in Ilis people, the 
blindness of Israel, the resurrection of 
th e just, the developm ent of iniquity, 
th e end of this age. 
This whole age 
betw een the rejection of C hrist and 
H is com ing again in glory is the tim e 
of the m ysteries of the kingdom which 
our Lord sets forth in these seven par­ 
ables of this chapter. 
M ark and Luke 
each give the first one—the parable of 
th e sow er—the understanding of which 
seem s all im portant, for our Lord said 
w hen asked for its significance, “Know 
ye not this parable? 
And how, then, 
w ill yc know all parables?” 
(M ark iv.)

o f the Bible as the word of 
| God and of the deity of C hrist and

H is atonem ent for sin. 
We are uo- 
j w here taught to ex pect any improve- 
j m ent in these m atters during this age. 
| but we are faithfully to sow the seed 
of the word of God everyw here and 
ex pect just w hat we are taught in this 
1 parable. 
Some set their hearts on 
certain results and say we m ust have 
this or that, we m ust have fifty or a 
hundred conversions, we m ust have a 
revival, the tow n m ust be taken for 
God, etc. 
H appier are those who are 
In harm ony w ith the Lord and wild 
rest on H is assurance th a t H is word 
w ill accom plish th a t w hich lie pleases 
(Isa. lv, 11). 
It is incorruptible seed, 
the w ord of life, and H e has prom ised 
to w atch over it (I Pet. I, 23; Acts v, 
20; Jer. i, 12, R. V.). The hearts of men 
are th e soil, and some are beaten so 
hard by the going to and fro of the 
things of this life th a t the seed can 
scarce find entrance, and the devil is 
alw ays w atching to catch it aw ay lest 
they should believe and 
be saved. 
O ther hearts are hard w ithin, rocky 
hearts, but w ith enough soft soil to re­ 
ceive the seed. 
Such appear to enjoy 
the w ord; they say it does them good, 
they receive it gladly, but they are 
easily offended, cannot stand any per­ 
secution. 
In others th e soil is good enough to 
grow thorns and the seed does find a 
lodging, and it grow s, but the thorns 
grow so fa st th a t there is no fruit. 
T he cares and pleasures of this life, 
th e deceitfulness of riches, the lusts 
of other things, choke the word, and 
no fruit is brought to perfection. 
In 
the first tw o kinds of soil th ere is no 
indication of salvation. 
I am inclined 
to believe th a t this th ird kind of soil 
indicates a possibility of salvation, but 
saved as by fire (I Cor. ill, 14, 15). The 
fourth kind of soil is good by the 
grace of God. 
T here is an honest re­ 
ception of the truth. 
They hear it 
and understand it and keep it and 
bring forth fruit w ith patience, even 
to thirty, six ty or a hundred fold.

Ex hibitio ns o f Graceful Aerial Maneu­ 
v ers by the Wright Sky Pilo ts At­ 
tended by Many a Thrill, and the

Av iato r's 
Engine 
Went Dead High in Air. 


Indianapolis, 
June 
17.— 
The 
bird 
men who faced crowded bleachers and 
a packed grandstand at th e Indianap­ 
olis m otor speedw ay yesterday after­ 
noon 
w ere not cheery in th eir predic­ 
tions of the flights they would make, 
for there was a strong wind blowing 
from the north and it .was adm itted 
th a t even the W right b roth ers’ biplane 
is not a certain sta rte r w hen the ele­ 
m ents are contrary. 
Brookins had 
m ade a successful flight into a thirty- 
m ile gale, but he did not h anker for 
any m ore of it, and it was adm itted 
th a t he is the nerviest of all the flyers 
on the ground. 
Brookins m ade an­ 
other attem pt to break his own record 
for altitude and it was reported that 
he had reached a height of 5,000 feet 
and the crowd w ent wild. 
Ten m in­ 
utes later it was found th a t a m istake 
in reckoning the height had been m ade 
and th a t he reached only 3,700 feet. 
He was in the air fifty-two m inutes, 
the longest period for any aviator at 
the present m eeting. 
T here was intense ex citem ent dur­ 
ing a flight by Arch Hox sey in a 
W right biplane. 
W hen the aviator 
w as 200 feet high his m otor stopped, 
but the operator kej>t fci^ 
m a' 
chine on -a level pîané and glided oh a 
sharp slant into an adjoining field, 
landing w itnout m ishap to eith er self 
or m achine. 
Brookins m ade a flight in a race 
with a wind wagon, 
an autom obile 
driven tr- a propeller, the sam e as 
used on airships. 
The wind wagon 
traveled the speedw ay track, while 
Brookins soared high above in the air. 
The ex hibition had no thrills and no 
tim e was announced. 
Brookins and 
W elch then gave an ex hibition of fly­ 
ing aeroplanes in opposite directions, 
turning near the south bleachers. 
Brookins nex t gave an ex hibition of 
short turning. 
He thrilled the crowd 
by tilting the big biplane until it seem ­ 
ed it would turn turtle, but he brought 
it right by a clever use of th e control. 
Brookins rem ained in the air twenty- 
five m inutes. 
W elch and Johnstone 
attem pted 
a 
tw o-passenger 
jaunt 
through the air, but w ere *able to m ake 
only two circuits of the course. 
Arch 
Mox sey followed w ith an ex hibition 
fligh t 
Brookins put on the real thrill of 
the afternoon in an ex hibition of short 
turning. 
He circled the course, then 
returned to a point near the south turn 
and deliberately stood his m achine on 
end while at an altitude of 100 feet. 
A. P. W arner, the official tim ekeeper, 
announced the tim e to have been made 
in six and two-fifths seconds and to be 
a w orld's record for short turns. 
The Dayton inventors a ie now at 
work on a high-speed m achine to be 
used in the international aviation meet 
in New York in the fall, and it is like­ 
ly that Arch Mox sey, one of tue W right 
aviators, will operate this machine. 
It will have alm ost double the power 
of the present W right m achine and is 
ex pected to develop great speed.

Tfs plan is to get the people on­ 
to the land near the cities where they 
work and liv e, that they may go on 
with their work while learning to 
grow their focd. until 'they k now en­ 
ough to get all of their liv ing from 
the land.
